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THE DEAD POOL. 


The ungainly, short lived, abnormal 
railroad combination of the southeast 
sprang from Georgia brains, and it is 
meet that its death should be formally 
proclaimed from Georgia soil. We have 
never regardedjihe attempt to institute a 
monopoly in transportation as a very 
serious affair. We have never believed 
that it could outlast the buffets of actual 
trial. It was organized out of con- 
flicting, watchful and _ cecnstantly 
clashing elements, and the plainest prin- 
ciples of business, of human nature it- 


The first attempt to cvunsolidate our 
transportation lines fell to pieces in a 
month, and the latest attempt to prey on 
our mercantile interests can not be said 
to have existed at all, as the combined 
licea have not settled, and do not propose 
to settle, in accordance with the terms of 
the pool that was rehabilitated about five 
weeks ago. Jt has gone to meet the 
Saratoga compact, aad a hundred other 
abortions of a similar nature. 

The attempt be tet the poo! down easi- 
ly is too gauzy todeccive anybody. The 
effort to pool the receipts of the epposi- 
tion lines i; ostensibly supplanted bya 
plan that admits of a large number of lo- 
cal pools—that is, a poc]l at every com- 
peting point. Forinstance, Atlanta is 
expected to pool her cotton shipments, 
and perhaps her receipts of western pro- 
duce. Now, suppose the Atlanta lines 

ttempt a pooling of cotton shipments. 
This. of course, involves an_ inflexi- 
ble and at least a reasonably high 
| tariff from this point. If Atlanta’s lines 
make such an arrangement, Aucusta, 
Macon, Rome, and other contiguous 
markets must do the same, and on pre- 
cisely the same basis, or else cotton will 
be drawn from Atlanta to those points. 
This would result in a common damage. 
Atlanta would get little cotton, and the 
railroads would clearly be losers. 

The truth is, she whole scheme 
is dead, and business will ‘flow 
in natural channels and under natural 
circumstances. Georgia raised up the 
monster, and its speedy death and burial 
occurred in our midst. Let its fate 
serve as a warning to ajl railroad mana- 
gers whose ambition overleapstheir judg- 
ment and knowledge of their business. 
Public carriers, whoderive their rights 
from the people, and who are invested 
with exclusive privileges and opportuni- 
ties, should never attemp’ to stuff their 
treasuries through combinations that are 
intended to deplete th: pockets of their 
creators and patrons. A natural and 
healthy competition is best for all con- 
cerned. Nothingelseis really possible 
in the long run. 


WE publish a very interesting article 
on Stonewall Jackson.

THE TORMENTS OF A KING.

Alfonso has now been nearly eight 
months on the throne. Le is su 
to rule as wellastoreizn. His advisers 
fili §tne office of responsible ministers. 
Once a day they come to him with papers 
to sign, and with arduous questions about 
the solution of which they have to 
solicit his royal pleasure. Theoretically, 
they alone are answerable for_sbeir 
measures, aad the king can do no harm; 
bit, practically, Alfonso, young as 
he is, knows full well that the 
consequences’ of their blunders 
would fall upon him alone, and 
his ministers would escape with no 
worse punishment than a pension of 30,- 
000 or 40,000 reals. The ministers find 
him alone when they come in; they leave 
him alone when they are dismissed. Pri- 
vate, intimate counsel the king has none, 
for his sister seldom or never crosses the 
thresbold of the king’s apartments, and 
most of her time is spent in long visits to 
the Madrid nunueri.s. The king’s house- 
hold has been chosen for him, and the 
friends who came with him from Paris, 
if they have access to him, are debarred 
from their former familiar intercourse. 

On a recent occasion, it is said, the 
young king, being on the point of retiring 
to rest, with no other aitendant than his 
old friend and servant Murphy, now 
Conde de Morphi* and gentleman of the 
bedchamber, was fidgeting about the 
room in his night dress, rummagin 
from corner to corner, looking under an 
behind the bedstead, as if he could 
summon nv resolution to turn in, 
Morphi, greatly surprised, asked his 
royal master ‘‘what ailed him, or what 
cause ke had for alarm or uneasiness ?” 
‘‘Ab, no!” exclaimed the king, ‘‘I am 
not afraid; | was only looking to tee 
where Alcanes had hid himself; but it 
seems he is really gone, and,” he. added, 
with glee, ‘‘we are ridof him till to-mor- 
row.” 

This trifling anecdote, which was at 
the time the theme of general talk, 
whetner authentic er ‘not, is not without 
significance. Alcanices, or the Duc 
de Saxto, familiarly knéwn in Madrid 
under his second title, is a good-natured, 
popular nobleman, a gPand seigneur, 


who keeps a good -ggid of horses, 
and employs a Y ire * groom; 
and he is by no means personally ob- 


noxious to the young sovereign, to 
whose cause he has been consistently 
devoted. It was only a harmless joke 
that Don Alfonso indulged in when he 
thus hinted that even the company of 
his majordomo could &be dorjours 
perdriz to him. But it would be no 
matter for wonder if the perpetual watch 
and restraint the government deem it 
expedient ‘to put upon the king’s move- 
ment should prove gomesyhat irksome to 
him, and he sbould wish now and then 
to be released from a companion, how. 
ever amusing who seems commissioned 
to follow him as his shadow. 

The fact is the king’s ministers are 
conscious that they are not the men of 
the King’s choice ; that they imposed 
themseives upon him and upon the coun- 
try by their own act, and deem them- 
selves justified in submitting the young 
sovereign to a perpetual tutelage which 
may enable them to shield themselves 
behind the king’s person, identify the 
government with the dynasty, and per- 
suade the sovereign that whoever is not 
with them is against him. Jealous of 
each other as they are, and discordant 
on all other matters, the king makers 
are only of one mind on this point, that 
a watch must for their common interest 
be sect upon the king of their choice, 
and the possibility of his looking 
for abler generals and trustier counselors 
than those who now surround him must 
be averted by denying their adversaries 
free accessto him. They cannot her- 
metically seal the doorsof the Alcazar; 
they capnot keep such great men as Ser- 
rano and Concha cooling their heels in 
the ante-chamber; they cannot prevent 
the king from laying a koife and fork at 
his royal table for Sagasta on state occa- 
sions; but they have placed abent the 
sovereign’s b poses this high born, omni- 
present, and tant-soit-peu dull as well as 
officious Grandee Alcanices, who, if he 
cannot prevent all intercourse between 
the king and those who are looked upon 
as ‘‘disaffected men,” may, at any rate, 
always be at hand to counteract any im- 
pression that they might make on the 
royal mind, if not by refutiog their ar- 
guments, at least by questioning thcir 
motives. All this explains the relief felt 
by Don Alfonso at this temporary ab- 
sence of this noble attendant, whom to 
use the Spanish expression, ‘“‘he even 
finds in his soup.” - 

_Uniess it be during the hours which 
are allowed for his night’s rest, the king 
has little chance of thinking or actin 
for himseif. His walks, his drives, h 
pastimes are subject to the chill regular- 
ity of palace etiquette. His only diver- 
sion is business—state business transact- 
ed with a discordant council, the mem- 
bers of which sway his mind in obedience 
to diverging views and conflicting inter- 
ests, the business 6f a state into which 
hardly the most vast, active, and mature 
mind eould be expected to bring anything 
like order and and clearness. 

Although no communication between 
Isabella If. and Alfonso XIL. is allowed 
without ministerial supervision, although 
the ex-queen’s telegrams are rigoro 
examined at the home office before they 
are allowed to reach their destination,

and Great Qualities as a 
Soldier—Praying while 
He F ought, 


— ee 
Ty the Rev, Piorence McCarthy, of Chicazo. 


Sixteen years ago, when I was com- 
mencing to preach, I was the pastor of 
the church in the v of Lex- 
, in the valley of Vi the seat 
{ the Virginia military institute, and of 
is now called Washington and Lee 
University. Major T. J. Jackson was, 
and for several years had been, a profes- 
sor in the military institute. What his 
department was I never knew, but he 
was not the principal of the institution, 
and by no means the most prominent 
teacher. I was not personally acquaint- 
ed with him, but he was sometimes in 
my tion. Isaw him constantly 
and I remember distinctly his reputation 
in the town about the time the war broke 
ont, and his marvelous carcer com- 
menced. ' 
Most people at the north would be 
somewhat surprised to know what the 
personal appearance of this great man 
was. Juckson was about six feet tall, 
very lank and long-limbed. When he 
walked it was with a long, methodical 
stride, and accompanied with a leisurely, 
pendulum-like swayingofthearms. He 
wore a military cap, the visor of which 
nearly touched his nose, and his eyes 
seemed always fixed on the ground. 
When I knew him he always wore short 
whiskers and moustache, which con- 
cealed the lower part of his face. ButI 
remember distinctly meeting him one 
day on the first Bull Run battlefield, 
the Gay after the battle, and getting a 
view of his mouth. ‘The mouth is 
usually a great index of character; but 
any one would search Jackson's mouth 
in vain forany sign Of greatness. His 
lips were thin and red, his upper lip 
shért and the corners of his mouth slight- 
ly upturned; the whole mouth expressing 
in a most unmistakable way a vast 
amount of sweetness and gentleness, but 
giving no hint of courage, endurance, 
rseverance, or apy sort of genius. 
ackson’s voice was like his mouth, very 
soft, kindly, and inarticulate, sometimes 
like a faint jabber. His forehead, nose 
and chin were prominent, and corre- 
sponded more with his character. It is 
pretty safe to say that while his appear- 
ance and carriage were somewhut eccen- 
tric, his looks were entirely destitute of 
anything distingue, and that he passed 
for an ordinary looking map. 
The most prominent trait in Jackson's 
character was 


iis PIETY. 


He wasa member of the Presbyterian 
church in the village,and was well known 
as an humble, conscientious, devoted, 
and conaistent attendant on preaching, 
but a consecrated teacher of a class of 
negro children in the Sunday school, an 
exhorter in the prayer meeting, anda 
systematic and munificent giver to every 
benevolent o bject. In iflustration of 
this point it is related that a day or two 
after the first battle of Bull Run the 
whole village collected at the stage stand 
inastorm of excitement, awaiting the 
news. When the stage arrived and the 
mail wasopened it was annouaced that 
Dr. White, the venerable pastor of the 
Presbyterian church, who was present, 
had received a letter from Gen. Jackson, 
The doctor mounted the stand, arranged 
his spectacles, broke the enyelope, and 
proceeded to read to the anxious 
crowd the momeatous document, It ran 
somewhat as follows: ‘‘ Dear Pastor— 
We had a-battle yesterday, Enclosed 
please find check for $100, being my sub- 
scription for foreign missions now duc.” 
And the /ervent piety seemed to deepen 
during his lifeintbe army, His hours 
of prayer while in the tented field were 
observed with singular faithfulness, The 
old negro whe was his body servant in 
the field declared that he could tell when 
there was going to be any heavy fighting 
by theconstancy with which his master 
gave him:elf to his devotions. And Jack- 
son's humble faith in God shone forth 
the brightest in hisdying moment. For 
after receiving his death wound, when 
all about him were overwhelmed with 
gridf, he played the part of comforter, 
and constantly exclaimed, “‘It is all right! 
It is all right!” 

It was said and believed in Jackson’s 
corps that the general was always 


EN@AGED IN PRAYER 
whenever he was fighting, and that, as he 
rode along the linesin the leaden hail, 
his right band was always raised be- 
seechingiy to heaven. This had a won- 
derfully inspiring effect on his Virgin- 
ians, who were all intensely religious 
men, but, unfortunately for poetry and 
romance, the impression was finally dis- 
cavered to be unfounded. Jackson, 
early in the war, had received a wound 
in the right hand, which, I must not 
omit to say, parenthetically, he refused, 
Sidney like, to let the surgeon dress un- 
til some private soldiers had been waited 
on. This wound always interfered with 
the circulation of the blood in that hand, 
so that he felt more comfortable when it 
was held upright, as if he was under the 
infinence of strong emotion. And as he 
was always a sleepy looking man, and 
appeared all the time asif he had the 
smoke of the camp-fire blowing in his 
eyes, it is easy to see how natural it was 
for the men to get the idca that he was 
praying all the time he was chasing 

anks, 

But the point in which the public is 
the furthest astray concerning Jackson is 
his intellect. Almost every one at the 
north who remembers his brilliant 
achievements takes it for granted that he 
was a brilliant scholar. ut the truth is, 
General Jackson was remarkable for his 
lack of what is called intellectual acu- 
men. He graduated about third in his 
class from West Point, but it is univer- 
sally conceded that it was the result of 
his extraordinary determination and 
perseverance, and no brightness of 
mind. He never cut any figure as a pro- 
fessor, and Was generally regarded as a 
very dull, obtuse sort of a person. I 
have heard a graduate of the military 
institute ridiculing Jackson’s weakness 
asa teacher of mathematics. He said 
he had known Jackson to pass as satis— 
factory a problem which one of the ciass 
had worked out on the blackboard, and 
afterwards, as the boys learned by

spend the whole afternoon trying to un- 
— what was on the board him- 
self. 
And yet, on other accounts, Jackson 
was very much beloved by the cadets. 
He was extraordinary kind and gentle. 
The graduate above referred to told me 
that once he became angry with Jackson 
in the class room, and made sowe dem- 
onstrations of hatred, and that Jack- 
son’s only reply was in his faint, jabber- 
ing but benevolent tone of voice, ‘Now, 
Mr. Patton, do you just put all that 
hatred against your lesson instead of 
against me, and you will have no difli- 
culty.” The cadets were fond of him 
for his singular courage also. It was 
said that on one occasion a number of 
them mounted the barracks at the hour 
when Jackson had to walk under the 
eaves of the house, and dropped brick- 
bats in front of him as he walked along, 
endeavoring to see how near 
they could come to his head 
without hitting it. As this trick 
was me at the immediate risk of kil)- 
me f e innocent professor, it would hard- 
ly be believed that the cadets would 


is, Gen. Jackson always 
were asleep; and even when walking he 
had the appearance of a somnambuiist. 
Jackson, while he wasa gentle, be— 
nevolent man, was an extremely urbane 
man. And it was eaid in Lex- 
ington that theonly time any one ever 
saw him laugh was when the war broke 
out. But this story was probably apoc- 
ryphal, for I was informed on good 
authority that he viewed the commence- 
ment of hostilities with grief and horror. 
He had seen service in Mexico, and he 
assured the peopleof the village, who 
were boiling over with the war spirit, 
that they did not know what war was, 
or their rejoicing would be turned to 
wailing. 
Jackson's military character was a 
very strong one, totally unlike that of 
any of the great generals of modern 
times. Its peculiarities lay inits sim- 
plicity. Jackson was never known tode- 
vise a Ney, a campaign. Gen. Lee’s 
plans consisted of a hundred parts, and, 
although they were concocted with con- 
summate ability, some of them always 
broke down on the day of battle. But 
Jackson’s strategy consisted simply in 
reaching some point before his oppo- 
nent had the slightest ideahe could do 
it, and then fighting him with a good 
deal of dash. All his wonderful feats 
were accomplished by rapid marching, 
so that the rest of his army used to call 
his troops ‘‘Jackson’s foot cavalry.” 
And it 1s a very singular fact that, al- 
though the federal generals knew that 
Jackson was as fleetas the wind, and 
were always making allowances in their 
plans for his extraordinary rapidity of 
movement, he continued to the day of 
his death to surprise them in the same 
way. When Lee was making ready to 
attack McClellan in front of Richmond, 
I was in that devoted city; and 1 remem- 
ber distinctly that when the citizcns 
thought that Jackson was in the lower 
valley, two or three hundred miles away, 
he was within sixteen miles of the city, 
and the rext day fell on McOtellan’s 
right line. 

A“ THUNDERBOLT FROM A CLEAR SKY, 


Jackson’s peculiar mode of warfare by 
surprises was illustrated the very first 
time that he was intrusted with an inde- 
pendent command. Soon after the first 
battle of Bull Run, when Jackson was a 
brigadier, General Joe Johnston put bim 
in command of one or two brigades and 
sent him from Manasses Junction, over 
the Blue Ridge, into the valley of Vu- 
ginia, to hang around Winchester, chicily 
as an army of observation. Jackson no 
sooner reached Winchester than he 
learned that Milroy, with a large force, 
was strongly intrenched at Berryvilic, 
fifty mites off. Considering that, in ad- 
dition to his earthworks, the weather 
was bitter cold, the reads deep, the 
ground covered with snow, and Jack. 
son’s men very poorly clad, Milroy de- 
voted himself cutrely to playing euchre. 
But one mornipvg he looked out ot his 
tent and saw Stonewall Jackzon’s men 
coming up the road. The result was 
that Milroy’s army was chased into Ma- 
ryland, Jackson pursuing them with the 
fixed determination of

Rut Jeff Davis, who regirded himself 
as the only great general inthe south, 
learnivg of Jackson's exploit, and infer. 
ring most assaredly that he was; crazy, 
sent a hasty telegram to him to ‘“‘come 
back;” in answer to which it is said that 
the indignant Stonewall sent him word to 
send bim ‘‘more men and fewer orders.” 
In order to effect the surprise cf Milroy, 
| Jackson had marched and frozen a large 
number of his men to death, and the rest 
of them reached Perryville in a pitiable 
condition of weakness and suffering. 
But this ‘‘cragg” general knew that if he 
could only gé®them there as soon as he 
wanted to, the mere sight of them would 
be enough to settle s:ilroy’s hash, and 
that not so many of them would be killed 
by the forced march as would be killed 
inthe next springif Milroy was not 
humbled. 

This singular faculty of ouimarching 
everybody was the key to Jackson’s suc- 
cess, but he possessed several great traits 
of character, without which this would 
have been either impossible or of no use. 
Jackson was a man of iron constitution 
and superhuman powers of endurance. 
He was a remarkably punctual man. Le. 
was a rigid disciplinarian. He possessed 
a strong religious faith, and in all bis la- 
bors enjoyed the powerful support of his 
conscience. And then he was a pergon 
of conspicucus moral and physical cour- 
age. Though an extremely modest man, 
he iscredited with having said of himself 
that he really did not know what the 
feeling of fear was. And to this won- 
derful fearlessness he at last fell a victim, 
in the Wilderness, by riding on horse- 
back away in front of his lines on a dark 
night, in an unknown country, with a 
view of ascertaining, by cetting himself 
shot at, where the enemy was. But 
th se qualities, combined with his humil- 
ity in mixing with the private soldiers in 
their religious meetings, and his unosten- 
tatious appearance, his dingy, sun-burn- 
ed, yellow-gray clothes, and his old

and especially his successes, gave him at 
least such a hold onthe confidence and 
affection of his corps that he was utterly 
invincible. 

That Jackson should have acquired 
the sobriquet ‘‘Stonewall” is one of the 
solecisms of the war. It is said that it 
was given him ct the first-battle of Bull 
Run, on account of the stubborn resist- 
ance he made just before the federal 
stampede. And it istrue that at the 
second battle of Bull Run, while waiting 
for Longstreet, he madea still more he- 
roic stand in the face of overwhelming 
numbers. But nothing could be a greater 
slander on Jackson thanio call him a 
stonewall. Longstreet was the real 
stonewall. For reforming his lines after 
they had been crushed, and keeping his 
men up tothe scratch after they had 
been licked all to pieces, Longstreet 
was the mam But Jackson scorned de- 
fensive warfare, and was so famous for 
being the attacking party and for mak- 
in@ unexpected assaults, that, if he had 
been called ‘‘Eagle” or “Avalanche,” it 
would have beea infinitely more appro- 
priate. 

There were anecdotes current in the 
southern army during his lifetime, which 
are very illustrative of his character and 
habits, and which, asI have never seen 
in print, I will narrate. It used to be 
said among the soldiers that on one oc- 
casion Jackson sent a message to one of 
oY captains to meet bim at headquarters

; ATLANTA, September 38, 1875. 
Captain J, A. Grant, Chief Engineer 
Water Works.—Dear 81: In ordef to as- 
ce:tain whether the Holley msnufacturiog 
company have furnished the pumping ma 
chinery forthe Atlanta water works in strict 
accordance with their contract, I propose 
to subject the machivery to the ‘cdlowina 
different trials: 
Ist, The contractors agree to pump 2,000,- 
000 gallons of water in24 hours directly 
through»the city mains and distribu’ing 
pipes. 
To test the above specification; it isde- 
signed to discharge the water leading to the 
pumps intoa flume, and measare the water 
flowiag over a weir (according to the Fran- 
cis process) into a weil communicatiog 
with the pumps, and thereby running the 
engines steadily for 12hours, measuring the 
water supplied to the pumps and taking the 
usual observations pertaining to pumping 
engine trials, ascertain the capacity of the 
engines by pumping directly through the 
pipe mains, and distributirg tho pipes in 
the city, as per contract, 
2nd. Thecontractors agree to perform 
with their machinery as good duty as any 
other machinein like conditions of service. 
This test ldo pot propose to consider, be- 
cause its terms are tov broad and indelinite,
